Re: N.W. Division Convention set in 1 week prior to 
and in general area of 6th Annual Seaside/Pacific 
Convention 


Dear Executive Committee Members, 


Recently (at your Atlanta meeting I think), the Executive | 
Committee apparently granted Nofthwestern Division status to a 
proposed'new convention. It i§ to be held in Vancouver, Washington 
on May 30 or 31 to June 1, 1986. We think this action may have 
been taken with incomplete information. : 


The Oregon Tualatin Valley Amateur Radio Club (OTVARC) 
is a major sponsor of the 6th Annual Seaside/Pacific Ham Convention. 
We were disappointed at not gaining Northwestern Division status 
but we were utterly shocked to find another convention set on= 
week earlier and in the same drawing area (actually January's 
QST erroniously reported it as scheduled for the same weekend). 
The purpose of this letter is not to cry "sour grapes" but to 
ask for your help. 


LOCATION 


To put this matter in perspective, I should point out 
that the so called "Vancouver" proposal is supposed to take place 
at the Quay Restaurant and Motel. It is located on the Nerth 
shore of the Columbia River that divides Oregon and Washington. 

It is just 10 miles from downtown Portland and less than 100 miles 
up the Sunset Highway from our Seaside Convention site. 


Seaside is considered the traditional coastal resort 
community for the Portland-Vancouver metropolitan area. We have 
sponsored five other early June conventions there and clearly 
the Portland-Vancouver market is our major drawing area. 


DATES 


The Division Director has attended most if not ail of 
our previous 5 conventions starting with 1981. She was aware 
of our intentions for early June 1986. In fact she was specifically 
advised of our plans at a September 1985 OTVARC Board meeting 
which she attended. She was given our application for Northwestern 
Division status at that point. 


As you might expect we reserved the Seaside Convention 
Center and overflow motel meeting rooms in June 1985. By 


September we had contracted for the Center and two motels as had 
been our previous practice. Our Convention is to be held June 
6, 7, and 8, 1986 regardless of the Vancouver proposal.

SECRECY OR LACK OF COMMUNICATION 


. Our first inkling of this new proposed convention, came 
by way of the Division Director's December phone call to our 
Seaside Co-chairman. He was incredulous when she told him that 
the Seaside Convention had been cancelled and moved to Vancouver 
under different leadership... She also asked him to send all Seaside 
preregistrations to the Division Director. He reports that this 
information was simply so bizzarre he chose to ignore it. 


: The Vancouver ARC heard some early rumors of a convention 
to be held in their city instead of Seaside. According to their 
current president they voted promptly not to support it. He 
indicates the club's first knowledge of the proposed date came 
from the January 1986 QST. 


In addition to the Vancouver club other clubs were first 
informed of the date Via January's QST: Salem ARC, Portland ARC, 
McMinnville ARC and Oregon Tualatin Valley ARC. This according 
to information supplied by the respective club presidents. 


iS CONFLICT WITH ARRL RULES? 
The date and site of the proposed Division Convention 
would seem.to conflict with the rules and Regulations Concernin 
ARRL conyentions. I understand that paragraph 4 indicates, "(t)here 
is no limit.to the number of ARRL hamfests which may be held, 
but care should be taken to avoid conflict with other Hamfest 
serving the same general area." (Emphasis supplied). 


NORTHWESTER DIVISION OR "MARY'S CONVENTION" 


.. I mean no derision but as I contacted other club presidents, 
this new Vancouver proposal has come to be called "Mary's Convention" 
Possibly it's.because it's easer to say or possibly it's because 
she seems. to be so intimately involved with all aspects. 


‘the Hoodview ARC president suggests that the Division 
Director is not seeking club assistance with the convention but 
is specifically and personally recruiting individual hams to work. 


. Our Convention OTVARC cochairman reports that the Division 
Director has,personally contacted commercial exhibitors. In 
addition according to the motel, she has made the arrangements 
for the motel, meals and exhibit space. It seems she is also 
planning. some of the program according to her contacts with QCWA. 


- The Division Director seems to be extraordinarily 
personally involved with the new convention. She appears be 
acting as Program Director, Exhibitors Coordinator, Facilities 
Supervisor and Chairperson to the shole thing. I hope that care 
is being taken so as not to obligate the League under some theory 
of agency and apparent authority. 


SPONSOR MAY LACK AUTHORITY TO SPONSOR 


The Division Director has been unwilling or unable to 
specifically name the new Convention's sponsor. This, as recent 
as this past weekend when questioned at Vancouver. We have however 
discovered independently that the nOrthwest Amateur Radio Council 
is the sponsor. : 
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I have heard that a number of letters may have been 
directed to the League and it's officers and Directors and staff. 
I have been advised of an individual reply to a couple of those. 
I understand the response and it is appropriate. She is our Director 
and subject to the ballot box. 


I suggest that as an Executive Committee member however 
hour collective response may well be different. Hopefully you 
may consider any conflicts with official League convention policies, 
possible ARRL liability for convention defecits or injuries, and 
the wisdom of encouraging a secretly and hastily planned gathering 
in the face of an annual and proven convention set the following 
weekend. 


Should "Mary's convention" mercifully fade from the 
picture, the Seaside Convention would be pleased to assume N.W. 
Division status. However, you might find that to be inappropriate 
under the circumstances. That is not a problem. Our main concern 
is not Division Status but the unfortunate scheduling of the new 
proposal. 


‘Whether "Mary's Convention" could be termed QRM or malicious 
interference, it is unfortunately placed. I suggest it is harmful 
to both the League and to Amateur Radio. :

License Renewal Information 


1) Attach a photocopy, or the original, 
of your license to the FCC Form 610 
(available from ARRL HQ; SASE, please). 

2) Mail to FCC, Gettysburg, PA 17325. 

3) Retain copies of everything, if possi- 
ble, as proof of filing before expiration. If 
you file before the license expiration date, 
you may continue to operate beyond the 
expiration date and until the new license ar- 
tives. After expiration, there is a two-year 


grace period under which you may still 
renew and keep your call sign without 
retesting, but you must wait until the new 
license arrives to operate. After this two- 
year grace period expires, you must be re- 
examined for a new license. Normally, ap- 
plication should be made approximately 
90 days before expiration; however, 
renewal can be applied for at any time
